The train then continued to some 
distant spot, where all public build- 
ings, the schools, the car barns, 
theaters and the barracks of the rer 
ular army had not yet been filled with 
other thousands of re 

The process of welcome was rather 
elemen „Baddies went to sleew 
lightly clenching beer bottles filled 
with warm milk and Antwerp’s ver: 
best families dined luxuriously upon 
brown bread and cold water. 

SOLDIERS AS NURSES. 

The trains came and the trains 
went, but the Dutch Landwehrman 
with his un-military appearance, and 
his utter hatred of things military, 
without any arms and with his co)- 
lar unbuttoned, acted as nurse and 
waiter and railroad porter end when 
the train left, out of the small win- 
dows of the cattle cars a fluttering 
of very soiled and very pathetic hand- 
kerchiefs, meant as a grateful fare- 
well, told the story of mute apprecia- 
tion of these multitudes, who, after 
their terrible privations, were made 
to feel that once more they had 
reached a “home.” 

So much for the healthy part of 
the refugee army. They suffered a 
great deal, but a few days sleep and 
rest brought them back to normal. 
But there were the sick. the lame and 
the blind. The lame were carried or 
supported by relatives; the blind were 
high carriages. The sick 
worse. There was not room 
enough to let them lie down. Bun- 
dled up in woolen covers and blankets 
or in some old rags, they were 
obliged to sit in the overcrowded cars 
and wait until they reached Roosen- 
daal, where ambulances were ready 
to take care of them.

bombardment of a modern city is no 
respector of roofs and a shell in a 
lunatic asylum is as deadly as one in 
a church.

There were 
eight of those cars. The poor fel- 
lows that traveled in them were too 
much impressed by the noise and the 
excitement to say very much. They 
looked on in dumb appeal. They al- 
lowed themselves to be taken out of 
the train and to be removed to the 
nearest Dutch asylum, where even the 
inmates have to show their generosity 
and share their quarters with their 

brethren in affliction. 

THE MALFORMED. 

Finally the worst sight of all was 
the removal of maimed and hopelessly 
malformed human beings. There ap- 

beings such as one reads 
about in rare medical works: creatures 
muttering strange animal noises ana 
being carried about like se much help- 
lees human flesh. They, too. were 
hoisted into the railroad carriages 
and were out of harm's way in som: 
corner, where they sat and grunted 
their pitiable little noises, frightening 
their fellow passengers and being 
spoken to softly by their guardians. 

This is not a pleasant story. It 
is the truth about modern 


re. 

And all this is written about peo- 
ple who came in trains, but how about 
the other countless thousands who 
came on foot. To see those, one had 
to go to the little hamiet called Nis- 
pen. There, a barbed-wire fence and 
an old black, white and red stone 
marks the frontier. In double rows, 
the peasant population of the neigh- 
borhood of Antwerp came down the 
road to Holland. Like some medieval 
tribe which had decided to migrate 
they came, with their cows, their pigs 
and their bedding, blue and white 
checkered mattresses and white linen 
covers, and with their old people and 
their children on top of the bedding, 
and they moved without knowing 
where they were going, except that it 
must be as far away as possible from 
the terrible boom, boom, boom which 
they heard behind them and which 
meant the destruction of the town 
where they and their ancestors, since 
time immemorial, had gone to market 
once a week. 

These people were even less familiar 
with the world and the mode of trav- 
eling than the city-bred folk who 
sometimes had crossed this strange 
line beyond which stretched the un- 
known land of the “foreigner.” there- 
fore the greatest difficulty was experi- 
enced in inducing these peasants not 
to flock together on the southern side 
of the barbed wire fence where they 
were at home and must starve, but 
to go to the northern side of this 
game fence, where they were “abroad” 
but where they found food and shel- 


ter. 
CHILDREN A PROBLEM. 


Again it was the unmilitary Dutch 
soldiers who helped the peasant across 
his own prejudice and across the in- 
ternational piece of barbed wire. The 
children were the hardest to move. 
They had heard so many stories of the 
enemy in his grayish-green uniform 
that they distrusted the Dutch infan- 
trymen in the same green suit. They 
put up their little hands as they had 
been taught to do by their parents 
whenever they saw a Uhlan, and it 
was not until this peaceful Uhlan ac- 
tually put a piece of bread in their 
mouths that they could be brought to 
the point where they were willing to 
be picked up and to be carried to 
some prehistoric vehicle in which was 
room for six persons, now obliged to 
harbor four times that number. 

The Dutch officers and the inspec- 
tor of the customs of the southern 
part of Holland were present to see 
that all things occurred in order and 
with decency. Dutch farmers‘were al- 
lowed to hire out as cabmen and to 
transport the refugees to Rosendaal, 
a distance of two hours. But once or 
twice a day each self-appointed cab- 
by had to transport, free of charge, a 
full cargo of poor people. In long 
rows the old and the tired and the 
mothers with 2-weeks-old babies were 
sitting, waiting for their turn to come. 
When evening came and the stream 
of fugitives continued without a mo- 
ment's respite, fires were made to keep 
the people warm. Along the roads, 
whole families might be seen sleep- 
ing under an old awning, lying very 
close together in order to keep warm.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
GOD ENNOBLES AND PRO- 


AND TRUE WISDOM. 

At the First Congregational Church 
yesterday the pastor, Dr. William 
Horace Day, preached on the subject, 
“The Fear of God,” and the text, “And 
be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul; 
but rather to fear Him who is able 
to destroy both soul and body.“ 
Matthew x:28-29. He said in part: 

“Fear was never a friend to the 
love of God or man. God planted fear 
in the soul as truly as he planted 
hope and courage. There are many 
kinds of fear—the fear that degrades, 
the fear that ennobles, the fear that 
terrifies, and the fear as awe and rev- 
erence. Be not afraid and be not 
helpless with fear when your carnal 
self violently demands indulgence. Be 
not helpless with terror when men 
threaten you and try to compel you 
to yield to their unworthy demands. 
But give unto God reverent awe, both 
because disobedience imperils the soul 
and body, and even moré because He 
is the Father whose love is s» great 
that He careth even for a common 
sparrow—and for you, even to the 
very hairs on your head. He com- 
mands us to have in our hearts the 
fear of God because of its ennobling 
power. 

“The fear of God promotes right- 
eousness. The fear of the policeman 
keeps weak men from becoming crim- 
inals. Fear has steadied many men 
through the whirlpool of sudden 
temptation. By the fear of Jehovah, 
men depart from evil. The ear of 
God is to hate evil, for it holds a 
man steady long enough to see things 
as they really are. Evil is finally con- 
quered when one begins to hate evil. 

“The fear of God is essential to cul- 
tu Culture is the study and the 
love of perfection. It does not con- 
sist in the clothes you wear, the ac- 
cent you train, nor the manner you 
adopt. It consists in the perfecting 
of character. 

“The fear of God is the beginning of 
wisdom, and a man who has no 
knowledge of God cannot begin to 
know His universe. 

“In regard to the prohibition ques- 
tion, there are men whose convictions 
are with prohibition and want to see 
California go dry. but vote wet be- 
cause they fear their own carnal! self. 
Then there are men who believe pro- 
hibition the best available method, 
who defy the fears of self or other 
men, and vote dry. Then there is the 
man who tries to befuddle his own 
conscience, he believes in his own 
heart that he ought to vote against 
liquor selling by voting no—and yet 
because he wants to indulge his own 
appetite, or because he fears to lose 
money he has invested, or because 
someone who does business with him 
put pressure of money interest on 
him, he has decided to vote wet.“ 


DR. COYLE, 

WESTLAKE PRESBYTERIAN. 
HAPPINESS OF MIND DEPENDS UPON 
MEMORIES, o WE SHOULD BE 
CAREFUL OF THEM. 


Dr. R. F. Coyle, pastor of West- 
lake Presbyterian Church, yesterday 
preached on the subject, “Muking 
Memories.” He said in part: 


“The memory is a wonderful facul- 
ty, and one of the most wonderful 
and startling things about it is that 
it retains whatever goes into it. Men 
talk sometimes about turning their 
backs upon the past and burying 
their yesterdays forever. But it is 
only talk. Yesterday is in today and 
today will, be in tomorrow. A thing 
may drop out of consciousness for the 
time being, and we may flatter our- 
selves that it is gone and will never 
trouble us again, but at such a time 
as we think not, some fright, some 
sudden start, some association will 
bring it to the surface, and the deed 
will stand out before our minds as 
vividly as ever. Psychology teaches 
that no deed ever done, no word ever 
spoken, no thought ever conceived, 
no motive ever felt is so lost to our 
minds that circumstances may not 
call it forth again. 

“This, also, is the teaching of our 
own experience. How often we have 
found little fragments of our old life 
coming back into consciousness. Sit- 
ting in the office, or walking on the 
street, or lying in bed, things have 
come back to us which we had not 
thought of for years, some slip of our 
youth, some crooked transaction in 
business, some act which we sup- 
posed had faded away behind the 
mists forever—there it was staring 
us in the face as fresh and real as on 
the day when it was done. With this 
agree the Holy Scriptures. They tell 
us of a day when ‘the books will be 
opened and men shall be judged out 
of those things which are written in 
the books.’ They tell us that ‘there 
is nothing covered that shall not be 
revealed, and hid that shall not be 
known.’ 

Since this is true how careful we 
should be as to the kind of memories 
we are making. Even the youngest 
of us know something of the punish- 
ments of memory. Many an hour 


been made intolerable by the 
sting of recollection. To.some of u 
things have come back ich we 
would have given the to for- 


get. Memory has goaded many a 
man to suicide. 

There are people who are moved 
to song and gladness as some hand 


of other years sweeps the chords of 


their hearts and makes them vi- 
brate to the music of long ago. 
Buried thoughts and emotions, far- 
away companionships, familiar voices 
come back,out of the past and their 
souls are filled with joy. Thank God 
for memory. The #pring-time of life 
passes away. Its flowers droop and 
die. The summer vanishes. Its 
fruits decay. But in autumn mem- 
ory brings back the fragrance of the 
one and the savor of the other. When 
middle age comes on and life settles 
down into seriousness and all our 
strength is absorbed in the battle, or 
when our heads are sprinkled with 
snow, very much of our youth and 
childhood is like a landscape 
shrouded in mist. But there come 
seasons when the fog itte 
‘And old-time friends and twilight 
plays 
And starry nights and sunny days 
Come trooping up the misty ways.’ 
“Memory affords us pleasure as it 
brings back our deeds of love. Not 
the recollection of our success in 
business, not over remembrance of 
our triumphs in the market place, 
not the applause we won in profes- 
sional or political lNfe. These are 
not the things that give us most sat- 
isfaction as we look back from the 
hill-tops of old age, or that will give 
us most satisfaction as we look back 
from the high places of the Canaan 
beyond. But if anywhere along our 
backward track we have beén kind 
and unselfish: if we relighted the 
lamp of hope in any despairing life; 
if we kindled a fire on any cold 
hearth; if we let a little sunshine in- 
to any darkened home; if we helped 
some poor brother up the hill; if we 
fed the hungry and visited the sick in 
the sweet spirit of Jesus—if we have 
engaged in ministries of this sort, 
the memory of them will tide our old 
age and tide our heaven through and 
through with joy.”

Pilate wrote his chosen title 
and put it on the cross. It said that 
Jesus of Nazareth was King of the 
Jews. The chief priests would have 
it that Jesus of Nazareth made claim 
to be King of the Jews. The Roman 
Governor said what he had written 
was written and would stand. Thus 
in sight of all the city a nailed and 
mangled hand was mighty to rule 
and crush its enemies. The very cross 
was wreathed with a crown. That 
the gospel of Jesus is to inevitably 
master the earth is a leon for men 
everywhere to learn. The rapid spread 
of knowledge, the modern ease of 
communication, the increasing readi- 
ness of transport, the accumulations 
of wealth, the refinements of civiliza- 
tion are but signs of the times. The 
collapse of earthly mastery in chaos 
and war in their latest days will fit 
the planet for a peaceful mastery of 
the cross.

Ordinarily, up to the very last minute 
of a political campaign the keenest-eyed 
observers of all parties are in “hopeful 
doubt” until the election returns definitely 
announce the results. But during this 
campaign there have been certain unmis- 
takable manifestations which warrant the 


Not only in California, but throughout the 
nation, there have been most favorable in- 
dications pointing to the return of the Re 
publican party to power. We are not guilty 
of political exaggeration in saying “most 
favorable indications.” It is the plain truth. 
In each State where an election, or primary 
election, has been held during the past two 
years the Republican party has shown a for 
midable gain in strength; on the other hand. 
the loss to the Progressive party has been 
from 20 per cent. to 97 per cent. In New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, North 
Dakota, Minnesote , Nebraska, Oregon, 
Missouri, Ohio and other States the Repub- 
lican party has shown an amazing growth, 
while the Progressive party has actually 
ceased to be a political factor. 

In California over 510,000 Republicans are 
registered and but 217,000 Progressives. At 
the primary the Republican vote outsum- 
bered the Progressive 2 to 1, or the same 
percentage as the present registration. 


There is no reason for supposing that the 


final results will be different. There is no 
ground for believing that very many Pro- 
sressives have registered as Republicans, 
since the Progressives realize that it in- 
fuses moral strength into a party to have a 
large registration. 

The Progressive candidates have deluded 
themselves. They have tried to interpret 
the handwriting on the books of the Reg- 
istrars contrary to facts. The official rec- 
ords speak for themselves. And so we re 
peat, not only in California, but throughout 
the nation, there have been most favorable 
indications of the return of the Republican 
party to power. 

The increase in numbers of the Repub- 
lican party in California has been due in a 
general way to the same causes that have 
operated throughout the nation; but in ad- 
dition there has been a revulsion against 
the administration of Gov. Johnson. 
The national sentiment has steadily and 
rapidly increased in favor of restoring 3 
Republican administration to office at Wasb- 
ington, because long ago it became apparent 
that the business depression of the country 
was something more than “merely psycho- 


logical,” and that the direct cause was due 


to the change from Republican principles to 
an abandonment of protection of American 
industries for Americans—to policies that 
do not perpetuate and encourage such con- 
ditions as keep the dinner pall full and the 
workingman employed, but do harass and 
embarrass legitimate business by needless 
red-tape legislation and political commis- 
sions. 

But in addition to bearing the same hard- 
ships that have been felt nationally, Califor- 
nia has suffered from the maladministration 
of such a money-wasting regime as the State 
has never before endured. Thousands of 
citizens, declaring the situation intolerable, 
are voluntarily exerting their infuénce, 
without hope of reward or favor, to defeat 
Hiram W. Johnson, because they realize 
that his administration must be brought to 
an end for the good of the State—for the 
good of all forms of business, all employees 
and all employers. 

Gov. Johnson has increased the expendi- 
tures of the State 84 per cent. more than 
those of ten years ago. The previous ad- 
ministration may not be considered as a 
basis (and it was 34 per cent. less expen- 
sive than Johnson's) because vast approprt- 
ations were made to reconstruct State prop- 
erty destroyed by the fire and earthquake of 
1906. 


Johnson has created fifteen new commis- 
sions, rearranged the old ones, and now is 
able to appoint commissioners who hold 
office only “at the pleasure of the Governor;” 
and these commissioners may hire as many 
employees as they “see fit,” and may pay 
them what they “see fit.” Thus, at the ex- 
pense of the people, jobs have been created 
for hundreds and thousands of Progressive 
hangers-on—jobs for Johnson's friends and 
the friends of his friends. Is it any wonder 
that it has required an appropriation of over 
$33,000,000 to support this patronage. graft? 

A Legislature controlled by Johnson al- 
tered the law so that he might draw on the 
State’s secret service fund of §20,000 and 
on the fund of $35,000 for the “upkeep of

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GEN. CHAFFEE UNTIRING, JUST 


AND EFFICIENT. 
— — 


Labored Long Hours as Executive 
Head of Construction Organis- 
tion, Scanned Details, Shouldered 
Responsibilities and Completed 
Work Without Just Criticism. 


BY J. B. LIPPINCOTT. 

There are many of the inhabitants 
of the rapidly growing city of Los An- 
geles who are unfamiliar with the ex- 
tent of the obligations which we owe 
to Gen. Chaffee, in the carrying out 
of our greatest civic achievement, the 
construction of the aqueduct, involv- 
ing under his direction the expendi- 
ture of $29,000,000. As the member 
of the Board of Public Works detailed 
to the management of its affairs early 
in ite history, he guided the work to 
its completion. Occupying the ad- 
joining office, I was in constant touch 
with his routine life for over five 
years, and came to know the man 
and his work most intimately. Others 
may write of his distinguished mili- 
tary achievements, but I beg leave to 
attest to his worth to the city of his 
adoption. 

He came to his duties with a full 
vigor of life, ripe with a broad experi- 
ence in large affairs. Provided it was 
right, the magnitude of the undertak- 
ing did not give him. an instant’s 
ge Details were carefully scanned, 

ut heavy responsibilities were as- 

sumed without hesitation, This work 
called for big men and he completely 
filled the requirement. A small or 
timid man would have caused delay 
that would have been expensive, if 
not fagal. He had the courage of his 
convictions and executed them as a 
soldier. 

By his largeness of character he 


avoided petty troubles and jealousies 


that sometime cause failure. In the 
entire period of strenuous labor ae 
showed no petulance op evidence of 
personal ambition. He did his duty 
and expected the same service from 
his assistants. In return, he received 
the loyal affection of the organization 
and maintained the esprit de corps 
that was essential to its success. 

His training as a soldier and as 
Chief of Staff gave him a knowledge 


Jen. of the necessity for and value of or- 


ganization. He was the man who held 
together with a strong hand its vari- 
ous branches, which in many in- 
— stances would have clashed and made 

" rd. result was a dar- 
monious and effective unit that pro- 
duced the result sought. 

His high sense of justice stood as 
a token for fair dealing to the high- 
est as well as to the lowest employee. 
Practically all of the work was done 
by day labor, the rolls carrying from 
$000 to 4000 men, and unavoidably 
there were instances calling for ar- 
bitration. He was equally frank and 
severe irrespective of the individual 
or of the political bearings of the 
situation, giving his decision as in his 
judgment the case warranted, ir- 
respective of his personal affiliationa 
He had no favorite and he asked no 
favors. 

Few knew of his tireless labors. His 
day began at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and lasted until late in the even- 
ing. He personally scanned every bill 
of material and pay roll. He per- 
sonally knew of every account. Any 
uncertain item had to be explained to 
him by the responsible head of the 
department. Every piece of work had 
to be covered by due authority. The 
result was a completed work without 
a misspent dollar, without a lawsuit 
and without any ſust criticism. No 
one worked longer hours or more 
faithfully. 

His long, honorable record in large 
affairs was a tower of strength in es- 


‘| tablishing the reputation of the or- 


ganization in the community. His na- 
tional reputation was of prime as- 
sistance in the financial world in giv- 
ing the assurance that was requisite 
for the sale of bonds to build the 
work. 

His loyalty to the city was unwaver- 
ing, even under the most trying cir- 
cumstances and in the face of the 
unjust criticism of petty  poll- 
ticilans. He was determined to carry 
to successful issue the work in which 
phe had faith with the full knowledge 
that the ultimate result would be the 
foundation upon which a great com- 
munity would develop. 

He was a man in the truest sense 
of the word. Courageous, kind to all, 
loyal to his friends and looking to the 
ultimate welfare of this great com- 
munity. While others played most es- 
sential parts in the building of the 
aqueduct, Gen. Chaffee did his full 
share as a great constructor. Los An 
geles often has been fortunate, but 
never more so than in being favored 
with his noble assistance.

STEAMER. DOCKS. 


The steamer Texan of the Ameri- 
can-Hawalian line came into port this 
morning with a general cargo from 
the Atlantic Coast. The ship was held 
up several days on account of the in- 
terruption by the slide in the Pan- 
ama Canal, according to the ship's of- 
ficers. 

That the trouble was not serious was 
indicated by the fact that the canal 
was immediately reovened after the 
Texan had passed through. In trying 
to make her berth at the Hawalian 
dock the vessel interfered with the 
Standard American dredge Turbine 
and a tug was necessary to bring the 
great vessel into her berth.

In this department there is more 
duplication than in any other, prob- 
ably, and money donated and appro- 
priated for the relief of the needy 
to a great extent is absorbed in doubi* 
administrative expenses, and through 
depending one on the other, needy 
cases often go unrelieved. 

There are two engineers, two street 
departments—all of which should be 
under the immediate direction of one 
head. As referred to above, streets 
should be built so as to make con- 
tinuous avenues from one center of 
population to another. And a very 
great question now confronts both city 
and county in the solving of flood and 
storm-water problems. Neither city 
nor county can solve these problems 
independently. 

There are independent county and 
city courts of limited jurisdiction, and 
between the two neither is given any 
considerable remedial power.

These are a few of the reasons that 
we ask you to give support to Amend- 
ment No. 18, providing for city and 
county consolidation. This amend- 
ment merely makes lawful the getting 
together for a single, economical, 
sensible government. Nothing appears 
in this proposed amendment which 
outlines or suggests the limits of the 
consolidation. No consolidation can 
take place without the majority vote 
of the whole cou’ty. No city can 
be consolidated with Los Angeles city 
unless it by vote consents, and no 
district, either incorporated or unin- 
corporated, can be so consolidated 
without the consent by vote. The 
whole purpose of the amendment is 
to write into the constitution the right 
of forming our government along 
lines which we shall later work out 

Upon consolidation taking effect un- 
der the rights gained through this 
there will remain such local govern- 
ments as seems best to the section re- 
taining it, together with ite name, un- 
der the borough system. 

A vote against this amendment ts 
a vote to keep our hands tiled from 
doing what we desire or shall in the 
near future desire to do toward 
simpler, less expensive, and more ef- 
ficient municipal government.
